Hoover I have not 
drawn the latter's attention to the fact that Congre^a- 
man Bogg'*s constituent claims to have made; this infonoa- 
tion available to the Bureau at an earlier date. However, 
as Hr. Hoover la being given a copy of her letter, he 
no doubt will advise on this aspect of the matter one
